Here are a few 
things to check to improve kitchen 
safety: 


Fire-Keep matches in a cool 


place away from' children. Don't 
hang cm tains so they will blow 
over the stove. Clean dust and lint 
from behind the stove frequently. 
Never use the stove top as a stoi- 
age shell for inflammable mate- 
rials, 
even 
temporarily. 
Keep 


waste paper in a completely fire- 
safe container, such as a galvan- 
ized steel refuse can with a cover. 
If painted to match kitchen decora- 
tions, these durable, all-metal con- 
tainers can be attractive as well 
as safeMor storing inflammable 
waste. 


Burns and scalding—Always use 


pot holders to handle hot pans and 
pots. Upsets can be avoided by 
keeping all handles turned in. This 
is especially important with chil- 
dren in the house. 


Explosion hazards—Check to see 


that your gas stove pilot light can 
not be blown out by kitchen cross 
ventilation. Stove 
adjustments 


should be done by the gas com 
pany. If it should be necessary to 
keep keiosene, benzene or other 
inflammable cleaners in the home, 
use a galvanized steel fuel can 
which has a lid and spout cap 
which can be screwed down tightly. 


Electrical — T o u c h appliance 


cords and switches only when 
hands arc dry. If a cord is frayed, 
replace it promptly. Wash appli- 
ances with a damp rag, but don't 
allow water to soak inside them 
where it can damage heating ele- 
ments. Don't use ordinary exten- 
sion coids with appliances because 
the heavy current will heat them 
excessively. 


Use a sturdy step ladder to

The other day Averell Harriman, in a bit of post-GOP 


convention politicking, raised the specter of depression as 
a likely thing if General Eisenhower should be elected ne>ft 
fall. The country will be well served if that argument is 
never made again. To be sure, it is an old refrain, and the 
Democrats have been chanting it since 1932. 


But politics by fear is not good politics—at any rate, not 


good for the American citizenry. Actually, campaigning of 
this sort falls into the category of desperation. It seems to 
say: "If you can't think of any other effective arguments, 
scare 'em to death." 


The Republican Party is not the party of economic de- 


pression, any more than the Democratic Party is the party 
of war, though the regimes of each have corresponded with 
those two great catastrophies in the last 20 years. 


No responsible Democrat ever blames former President 


Hoover for the 1930 depression any more, though many 
naturally insist emphatically that he did not meet that crisis 
well. 


No sober-minded Republican blames the Democrats for 


the rise of Hitler, and for the war he launched upon the 
world. To charge any American political party with seek- 
ing to thrust us into war is to lunge toward the extremes of 
irresponsibility. 


Haven't we had enough of scare-campaigning? No one 


familiar with our traditions expects our political candidates 
to make their appeals wholly calm and rational. Emotion 
and exaggeration are inevitably a part of campaign exhorta- 
tions in this country. But to hold out the prospect of eco- 
nomic or military ruin as the alternative to the triumph of 
one candidate or the other is unforgivable demogoguery.

Nobody but a fanatic would consciously strive to plunge 


thfs nation into any kind of disaster. Both major parties, 
it goes without saying, are clearly wedded to policies they 
believe serve the welfare of the United States. 


We may argue—we should argue—long and loud which 


party's policies will really do the job best in the four years 
ahead. But let no candidate argue that his defeat spells 
for Americans either death on the battlefield or shivering in 
a bread line. 


America has survived weak presidents in both parties. It 


needs no saviors. Indeed, it ought to be saved from any 
man who sees himself as the only barrier to military or 
economic ruin.

High Purine-Coiiteiit Foods 
Can Increase Gout Effect 


The couiage which some people 


show puts the rest of us to shame 
A correspondent writes that he 
has spent 30 years in the Marine 
Corps and is now home from Ko- 
rea with a condition diagnosed as 
gout. 


He \\rites. "I am sure you can 


understand my disappointment to 
find I have the disease. I wmld 
like to continue on the active list." 


In response to this writer's re- 


quest, this column is devoted to a 
discussion of gout. Gout attacks 
men much more often than wo- 
men. It seems to run to some de- 
gree in certain families, though 
this is not always true. While it 
seems unlikely that such activity 
has anything to do with gout in 
the Marine writer, over-indulg- 
ence in food is likely to bring on 
an attack. 


In general, those who are heavy 


meal eaters and dnnk a good deal 
of heavy wine are especially liable 
to this strange disease. 


There are many peculiar things 


about gout. Acute attacks of the 
disease tend to occur most often 
In the spring and fall The pain 
of the acute form of gout is ter- 
rific. 


In its typical form, it starts sud- 


denly in the middle of the night 
with severe pain at the base 01 
one of the big toes. The pain 
usually wakes the victim from a 
sound sleep. Some of those who

Sister Suspicion* 


Pour days after

wold's death, one of his sisters,

Grant Kloster, Oregon, and brought 
with her the fatal root beer bottle. 
She told the physician that she 
thought her brother's death was 
not caused by natural causes, but 
by poisoning. 


The doctor made his examina- 


tion and found mixed in with the 
beverage, a certain 
amount of 


phosphorus compound, commonly 
used as a rat poison. He then 
turned his results over to State's 
Atty. Crowell and the investiga- 
tion began. 


Crowell first sent the bottle to 


State Investigator J. M. Lindgrcn, 
who confirmed Kloster's report on 
June 8.

Sen. Benton Has Plan 
To Prevent Filibusters 


BY EDWIN HAAK1NSON 


CHICAGO-(AP)-Sen. William 


Benton of Conneticut moved today 
to wrest from Southern senators 
the filibuster weapon they have 
used to kill federal civil rights 
bills. 


He demanded that Democratic 


platform drafters call upon the 
Senate to revise its rules so a fili- 
buster can be ended. 


Assailing the 
Republicans, 
he 


said in a statement distributed in 
advance to newsmen: 


"In their civil rights plank of 


two weeks ago, the Republicans 
pay the same old lip service to 
the ideals of equality under law 
but conspicuously ignore the can- 
cer of the filibuster imbedded with 
their aid in the Wherry rule." 


Under this Senate rule, named 


for the late Sen. Wherry of Ne- 
braska, it takes a vote of 64 of the 
96 senators to end "a talkathon." 


Benton proposed "a Senate rule 


which makes it possible to put 
voting after 15 days of debate, and 
by two-thirds majority 
vote of 


those present and voting after four 
days of debate." 


Turning to another subject, Ben- 


ton called for a plank urging the 
expulsion from Congress of mem- 
bers who violate "American con- 
cepts" of ethics. Benton has been 
engaged in a running fight with 
Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis.) over the 
methods used by the latter. 


But it was Benton's anti-filibust- 


er proposal which caught most at- 
tention in a city preparing for a 
knock-down drag-out fight over the 
civil rights plank.

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Rent Control Will End Sept. 30 
Unless City Asks Continuance 


Under the law just passed by 


congress, administration of the 
federal rent stabilization program 
in the DixOn defense rental area 
ends Sept. 80, 1952, unless govern- 
ing bodies in incorporated cities, 
towns and villages, or unincorpor- 
ated areas of any county ask foi its 
continuance, in their own locali- 
ties. If-this is done, the program 
can continue until April 30, 1953. 


In the meantime. Associate Area 


Rent Director Harry A. Schulz, ex- 
plained that the administrative 
features of the program will re- 
main 
virtually unchanged 
by 


amendments in the new law which 
went into effect July 1. 


This means such important pro- 


visions as strong eviction protec- 
tions for tenants, adjustments for 
landlords who improve their prop- 
erty and the leading role played 
by volunteer unpaid rent advisory 
boards on the local level are un- 
altered. 


"The governing body of the in- 


corporated city, town, village or 
unincorporated area of any county 
must pass a resolution asking for 
continuance of federal rent control 
before Sept. 30, 1952, or federal 
rent control will end on that date," 
Schulz explained. 


"The new law does not require a 


public hearing. The local govern- 
ing body need only pass a simple 
resolution declaring that a substan- 
tial shortage of housing accommo- 
dations exists which requires the 
continuance of federal rent control. 
Or a popular referendum may be 
used for the same purpose. 


If no action is taken before Sept. 


30, 1952, and the program is allow- 
ed to end, then there is no author- 
ity in the new law to reestablish 
rent control unless the area is des- 
ignated as critical by the Secretary 
of Defense and director of Defense 
Mobilization," Schulz added. 


Also the unincorporated portions 


of the Dixon Defense Rental Area 
without a resolution will retain the 
federal rent program after Sept. 
30,1952, providing that one or more 
of the cities, towns or villages in 
the area which have passed such 
a resolution constitute a major por- 
tion of the area. 


As for localities in the defense 


rental area which have already 
decontrolled or have never had the 
program, their governing bodies 
retain, 
until Sept. 30, 1952, the 


right to ask the Office of Rent 
Stabilization to set up the program. 
Such governing bodies must, how- 
ever, first hold a public hearing 
to establish that a housing short- 
age exists.

Steel Crisis Reflected in 
Dipping of Profit Totals 


BY SAM DAW SON 


NEW YORK—(AP)—Profits are 


trailing: 12 per cent behind last 
year—if first returns prove to be 
typical. 


Strikes, higher taxes, rising costs 


of doing business, and the tight 
clutch that customers are cust- 
omers are keeping on their purse 
strings—all are slowing down the 
profit train for many corporations. 


The first 40 companies to report 


on their earnings for the first six 
months are only an indication, of 
course—a mere trickle preceding 
the hundreds of earnings state- 
ments that will flood in before 
July is over. 


Only Five Higher 


But only five of these 40 show 


higher profits this year than in 
the like six months of 1951. And 
35 are down. None, however, was 
losing money. And none shows de- 
clines that were unexpected. 


The toll of the steel strike is 


reflected in the first reports from 
that industry. None of the big steel 
producers has reported yet. But 
five companies that produce iron 
ore. or make specialized steel pro- 
ducts, show an average profit 
drop of 21.7 per cent from last 
year. 


These iron and steel companies 


are the worst hit. of course. But 
big drops, too, are shown by the 
first to report in the paper, con- 
tainer, business machine and re- 
tail trade fields. 


The five companies who did bet- 


ter this year than last are in the 
aircraft, shipping, machinery and 
farm equipment fields. And all 
are doing some business connected 
directly or indirectly with the de- 
fense program. 


Cash Dividends Higher 


While most 
corporations 
are 


making smaller profits after taxes 
this year, total cash dividends of 
all corporations is running five per 
cent ahead of a year ago. The 
Commerce Department reports that 
nearly four billion dollars was paid 


shareholders in the first six month 
of 1952. 


Biggest increase' in dividend 


was in the oil industry, up 20 pp 
cent, and in non-ferrous metals 
up 12 per cent. Shareholders o 
auto, textile, leather, food, drin 
and tobacco companies average 
less in dividends this year tha 
last, the department says. 


The profit statements of the firs 


40 reporting seem to show tha 
earnings outside the strikebotm 
iron and steel industry have fairl 
well levelled off, after their dro 
at the start of the year. An Asset 
ated Press tabulation in April . 
273 companies reporting on earn 
ings' for the first three months o 
this year showed an average dro 
of 9.4 per cent from a year ago
